GOOD PROSPECTS. 


L. A. Hamilton, land commissioner of the 
C. P. R. left on Tuesday for Winnipeg. He 
intended going through the Clover Bar 


settlement and Fort Saskatchewan to Vio- 
toria, and Fort Pitt, From Pitt he will go 
south to the Neutral hills, then westward up 
Sattle river to the Selvais settlement, then 
south-eastward by way of Sullivan’s lake to 
Swift current. Mr. Hamilton's visit to Ed- 
monton has caused a very great change in 
his opinions as to the respective agricultural 
merite of the several districts of Manitoba 
and the Northwest. He was under the im- 
pression that Edmonton was at or perhaps 
a little beyond the northwestward limit of 
agriculture on the continent, that around,or 
atany rate immediately beyond, it lay a 
region of muskeg or morass, which was the 
cause, together with the northerly latitude, 
of ever recurring summer frosts. He found 
a region of beauty and fertility having no 
rival in these particulars combined of like 
area in the whole vast range of the Canadian 
west. He found a luxuriance of growth in 
the wild vegetation such ag he had no where 
else seen in the whole course of his travels, 
and he saw crops of wheat, oate and barley 
standing ripe in the fields or falling before 
the binders such as he had never seen equal- 
led for yield or surpassed for quality any 
where. In the growth of roots and the 
hardy vegetables he is confident that the 
Edmonton district does and can beat the 
world, Most surprising of all he found that 
while frost had touched the grain in many of 
the most favored spots of Manitoba, and 
even immediately south of Edmonton one 
and two hundred miles, here the grain was 
still uninjured; and he further found that 
this was not an isolated case, but that tak- 
ing the last teu years frost had visited this 
district less frequently and lees destructively 
than Manitoba. And he further found that 
instead of Edmontoon being at the limit, the 
extreme verge, of the agricultural area of 
the Northwest it was rather atthe beginning, 
the gateway, of an unknown extent of coun- 
try whose climate soil and conditions make 
it most suitable for mixed farming. Hither- 
to the C. P. R. company have.concentrated 
their efforta towards inducing immigration 
to the region along their main line and its 
Manitoba branches. But now on account of

We wish you a safe 
return home and prosperity in future.
